Plans For Peace Are Formed. 

Munich, September 30.— Europe felt eased today as an agreement "in 
principle" for ceding to Germany the Sudeten regions of Czechoslovakia 
vas announced. The continent's big four, Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
jteichsfueher Hitler, Premier Daladier and Premier Mussolini disclosed 
ley had come to terms for settling the grave issue which threatened 
le world's peace. The official announcement said evacuation of the 
udeten region would begin Saturday and be completed ten days later, 
ïeantime, in Rome, celebrations were held for what was termed Mus- 
solini's "great victory" in bringing about peace.

Her secretaryship requires much 
travel in Europe, and she has re- 
cently visited such centres of inter- 
est as Praha, Berlin, Paris, and 
Moscow. Working and living 
among the students, Miss Terlin 
has gained a wide knowledge of 
the feeling and action of the Euro- 
pean youth in these days of con- 
flict, and has the details of the 
international situation at her 
finger-tips. 

Addressed Canadian Students. 

For the past month, Miss Terlin 
has been in Canada. At first she 
attended the World Conference of 
the Y.W.C.A. in Northern Ontario, 
but more recently she has been to 
the campuses of Toronto, Western, 
and Queen's Universities, address- 
ing the students on the European 
situation. She will be in Montreal 
until Monday. 

This first Open House of the 
year is intended especially for 
freshmen, but the meeting is open 
to all who wish to become ac- 
quainted with the activities of the 
S.C.M. Open House meetings are 
held about every second Sunday 
evening of the college year in 
Strathcona Hall, the headquarters 
of the S.C.M. at McGill. Sometimes 
a guest speaker is invited, while 
on other occasions students are in- 
vited to speak or play musical 
instruments. Open Houses were 
intended originally to provide an 
opportunity for out-of-town stu- 
dents to enlarge their circle of 
friends, but now, in addition to 
that, they give members and 
friends of the S.C.M. a chance to 
meet each other informally on 
Sunday evening.

Sir Cedric Hardwicke, well- 
known English actor, has accept- 
ed an invitation to speak some 
time next week <at McGill. The 
details of the event have not yet 
been announced, but will be 
found in subsequent issues of the 
Daily. 

Although a screen star of some 
note, Sir Cedric Hardwicke, known 
throughout England as "Shaw's fav- 
ourite actor" is better known for 
his fine characterizations on the 
legitimate stage. The actor has had 
many successes both in England 
and on this side of the Atlantic'; 
notable among them is the play 
"Shadow and Substance," a New 
York dramatic triumph, which Sir "■ 
Cedric is now taking on tour. 

In America, Sir Cedric branched 
out into motion picture work, and 
will be remembered by the movie- 
going public for his fine work in 
such pictures as "Becky Sharp," 
"The Rome Express" and "Green 
Light." Sir Cedric has the distinc- 
tion of being the youngest knighted 
actor on the British stage. This tri- 
bute was paid to him in 1934 for 
his achievements in the theatrical 
world. 

Fought In Great War. 

Sir Cedric began his theatrical 
career after graduating from a 
dramatic school, and found his 
first lengthy employment touring . 
South Africa with a stock company. 
After a year of this he returned to 
England, but before he could make 
use of the experience he had gath- 
ered in his African engagement,.the 
War broke out. He enlisted an| 
went to France. 

When he returned with some ol 
the last to be brought back, he 
again sought employment in the 
theatre. It was a long and disheart-> 
ening task, for the plays did not 
last long and he was hard pressed 
to find enough work. When George 
Bernard Shaw, first saw him act, he 
saw in him a man who would go 
far, and consequently he was soon 
playing the leads in many ofShaw's 
plays.

MUSIC 
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A FIRST SUMMER SEASON. 

Those of us who hope for a renaissance 
of musical interest and enterprise in this city 
have not had far to look for encouragement in 
recent years. That is to say, aside from the 
regular performances of our two principal 
symphonic organizations both orchestras have 
worked to a common end— the creation of new 
and larger potential audiences. Both Dean 
Clarke and Dr. Pelletier have worked, âmong 
the younger generation, to make the enjoyment 
of music equal with the enjoyment of reading 
a stirring book, or the enjoyment of watching 
a favorite sport. 

Another innovation found the public's 
favor this summer, when La Société des Con- 
certs Symphoniques organized a summer sea- 
son of a type long popular in American and, 
indeed, other Canadian cities. Some six thou- 
sand persons made up the weekly audiences for 
the concerts, eight or nine of which took place 
at the chalet atop Mount Royal. 

The orchestra perched on the steps of the 
building, midway betwixt heaven and earth, 
and a regiment of seats reached far backward, 
almost to the balustrade of the lookout, with 
a section of little tables and chairs in front 
centre for the thirsty and affluent. There were 
also any number of hardy souls who sat on the 
balustrade itself, enviably able to listen; with 
the city some seven hundred feet below and 
immediately behind them, whole hundreds 
stood, sat, and lay on the grass at either side. 

The distribution of types of listeners was 
what one might have expected. My own ob- 
servation was that occasional concert-goers 
probably contributed the greatest numbers, but 
there must have been many who had never 
before attended a concert by either of Mont- 
real's orchestras. In any event, education by 
that most universal of mediums, thè radio, had 
robbed such a classification of any practical 
meaning, and the audiences were uniformly 
well-informed and appreciative. Of course 
light music was in order, and the programmes 
were designed and played by conductors most 
of whom are long familiar to this city's con- 
cert-goers. From New York came, of course, 
Dr. Pelletier himself, Paul Stassevitch, and 
Rosario Bourdon; Toronto contributed Sir 
Ernest MacMillan, and Ettore Mazzoleni; and 
Harry Norris represented local conductors. The 
venture merits the applause of all those in- 
terested in the musical future of this city.

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"SHADOW AND SUBSTANCE." 

Sir Cedric Hardwicke, well-known English 
actor, is appearing in Eddie Dowling's produc- 
tion of Paul Vincent Carroll's "Shadow and 
Substance" at His Majesty's theatre for one 
week only beginning Monday, October 3. 

With this performance, Sir Cedric opens a 
transcontinental tour covering over 60 cities 
in the United States and Canada, and continu- 
ing until June next, when Sir Cedric must re- 
turn to London. 

The premiere in New York was well-re- 
ceived by drama critics and public alike. It 
ran for 35 weeks, and received the doublé dis- 
tinction of being acclaimed both as the finest 
play and the finest performance of the season. 
Sir Cedric's performance won for him the 
Drama League Medal, thè highest honour that 
a player can receive in the New York theatre. 

Sir Cedric is the youngest of the distin- 
guished English actors to be knighted for ex- 
ceptional histrionic ability. While this is his 
first personal appearance on this side of the 
water, he is already well-known for his per- 
formances in motion pictures such as "Les 
Misérables," "Green Light," "Nine Days a 
Queen," "Becky Sharp," and "Rome Express," 
to name but a few. 

In recent years Sir Cedric has appeared 
in London in .a number of plays which later 
became great hits in the States; notably, "The 
Barrets of Wimpole Street," "Tovarich," and 
"The Late Christopher Bean." He is said to be 
George Bernard Shaw's favourite actor, so far 
as anyone can be said to be a favourite of 
Shaw! 

In "Shadow and Substance," Sir Cedric 
will be supported by the brilliant original New 
York cast, headed by Sara Algood and Julie 
Haydon, and including Lloyd Gouch, Len Doyle, 
Harry Sothern, Gerald Buckley, Julius Stern, 
Almira Sessions, and John L. Kearney.'

Memories of Old McGill 




(Reprinted from the Autumn Issue 
of The McGill News.) 
By A. G. B. CLAXTON. 

No one of today's generation 
realizes the joy and the beauty 
of the fresh and green College 
Grounds of sixty and more years 
ago. On the east side of the 
Avenue from Sherbrooke Street 
there was a wealth of beautiful 
trees — lovely maples, sturdy oaks 
and several grand elms. Then in 
the hollow below Baynes' door 
there was a magnificent butternut, 
and in Dr. Dawson's wee garden, 
a hickory. 

Sir Andrew Macphail's The Old 
University has started many blessed 
memories. In the tail end sixties 
and seventies we lived at 200 and 
198 University Street, the two 
greystone houses on the west side 
immediately south of what is now 
Milton Street. My father, the late 
T. James Claxton, had given Dr. 
Dawson some geological specimens 
and had contributed towards the 
Potter's Lodge, where Herbert, and 
his red-cheeked family lived, and 
we had a permit to use the College 
Grounds. In the spring, besides the 
soft green foliage, the hawthorn 
bushes, from opposite the great 
butternut tree right down to Sher- 
brooke Street, were a mass of love- 
ly blossoms, white and cream, 
which "wafted around their rich 
perfume." The small burn came 
out from under the sidewalk in 
front of the first Medical Building, 
running all the way to the south 
side of the grounds and disappear- 
ing under Sherbrooke Street. Al- 
most behind our house there was a 
five-plank bridge to cross the burn 
and the water which rippled on 
the pebbles below was clear as 
crystal. About where the Macdon- 
ald Engineering Building, now 
stands there was a waveless pond 
about forty yards by twenty nearly 
hidden by the towering banks, and 
on its edges buttercups and some 
blue flowers flourished daintily. A 
sand path wended its way through 
the east side of the grounds and 
beyond it, on the University Street 
side, there was an abundance of 
clover, violets and an occasional 
wild strawberry plant. Several 
cows were pastured below Dr. 
Dawson's garden. We used to 
listen to the bands of the "Regu- 
lars" playing in the old band stand 
There were a number of students 
in the Prince of Wales Rifles (Col 
Frank Bond) and about the time 
of the Guibord disturbance, I re- 
member seeing the P.W.R. drilling 
on the old campus and fiery Major 
Barjum— Barjum of.the gymnasium 
becoming tangled up by his 
sword and falling from his restless 
steed, borrowed from McEachran's 
or thé Shedden Company. 

In winter we children used to 
draw up our sleighs in front of 
Baynes' door, which was on the 
east side of the Arts Building, and 
if we met Dr. Dawson he patted 
our heads and gave us one of those 



beautiful gentle smiles, and if we 
met Baynes, a tall, white-whisker- 
ed irascible old gentleman, he 
would roar at us; while old Her- 
bert, of the red-cheeked brood, 
would grab our sleighs and 
tell us that if ever again he caught 
us sliding on the College Grounds 
he would give our sleighs to the po< 
lice. We returned and were caught 
again and again, and again he would 
threaten but never punish. 

Oftentimes in the spring when I 
pushed open my blinds I could see 
Dr. Dawson weeding his garden 
long before breakfast time, his bald 
head appearing and disappearing as 
he bent down to tend his beloved 
plants. 

My father used to dine the medi- 
cal graduating class and long be- 
fore they graduated, standing at our 
gate, I got to know several of them 
and used to run across University 
street to take the ha'nd of Osier or 
Roddick or some other jolly mèdico. 
Yet I never went inside the gates 
with them for fear they might take 
me down to the dissecting room. In 
winter we were terrified when we 
say the dim gas lighting up the 
basement of the Medical Building. 
When we were naughty our nurses 
used to tell us grim stories of body- 
snatching and what might happen 
to disobedient boys. In those days 
obituary "notices ended with 
"Friends and acquaintances will 
kindly accept this intimation" and 
it was hinted that on more than one 
occasion some medical student ac 
cepted "the kind intimation," re 
ceived a pair of black kid gloves 
and a crepe at the entrance of de- 
ceased's late residence (such was 
the custom), and accompanied the 
cortege to the cemetery and the 
same night transported the "stiff' 
to the basement of the Old Medical 
Building. Little wonder we chil- 
dren were terrified of the. gas-light 
ed basement! 

I remember the early 'rugby 
games against Harvard. About 1376 
the Harvard team came on the 
campus, coated in canvas jackets, 
which we schoolboys felt was most 
unfair as the wearers proved slip- 
pery to catch. Harvard had a 
sprinting half-back, Sorley. When 
the forwards were lined out for a 
throw-in from the sidelines and the 
thrower was a Harvard man, Sor 
ley walked up to the level of the 
line, but quite fifty yards further 
out the thrower : in heaved the ball 
far over the heads of the line into

TOUCH FOOTBALL 

SPECIAL RULES. 

A team shall consist of nine men. 

A team that is more than 15 minutes late may be asked to forfeit the 
game if the other team so desires. 

Five men must be on the line of scrimmage on offense. Penalty: 5 
yards. 

In place of being tackled, the ball-carrier must be tagged with either 
hand below the head. In making the tag both palms must be open 
and no holding with the hands is permitted. Penalty: 15 yards for 
tackling; 5 ytrds for holding with the hands: 5 yards for unnecessary 
roughness in tagging. 

No use of hands on head on the part of cither offense or defense- 
Penalty: 5 yards in case of defense; 15 yards in case of offense. 
All men are eligible to receive a pass. 

Forward passer must be 5 yards behind the line of scrimmage in 
making pass.— Penalty: incompleted pass. 
No penalty other than a loss of down for incompleted passes. 
In blocking, the man making the block must have at least one foot in 
contact with the ground when contact is made with the opponent. 
Penalty: 15 yards. 

Men must maintain possession of ball when tagged. Penalty: If ball 
is dropped as the man is tagged the ball is a free ball and is dead 
at the point of recovery. It belongs to the team that recovered. 
When a man is tagged in the act of passing, the ball is dead at the 
spot of the tag regardless of what follows. 

Time of quarters: 8 minutes; one minute intermission between first 
and second and between third and fourth quarters; five minutes in- 
termission between halves. 
Time is out as follows: 
When ball goes out of bounds. 
When referee calls time out for a captain. 

After a score has been made, and during a try for point after a' 
touchdown. 

At the discretion of the referee if the infliction of a penalty con- 
sumes considerable time. Time is in when ball Is actually put into 
play. 

Field is 80 yards long and 40 yards wide. 
Kick off is made from 30-yard line. 
A player may enter the game as many times as is desired. 
Extra point after touchdown may be secured by a single play frorai 
the three-yard line. 

Equipment shall consist of tennu shoes and old clothes with no! 
padding, 

Necessary distance to bo gained shall be 15 yards in a series of 4. 
downs. 

All other rules are the same as in regular football. 

IMPORTANT FOOTBALL RULES TO REMEMBER. 

1. The line of scrimmage for each team is an imaginary line or verti- 
cal plane parallel to the goal lines and passing through that point; 
of the ball nearest the team's own goal line. 

2. No player on either team can be beyond its scrimmage line when 
ball is snapped. 

3. To be on the line of scrimmage a player must have both hands, 
both feet or one foot and the opposite hand up to or within one 
foot of the scrimmage line. 

4. A backward pass may be made at any time in a game by eitheri 
team. , 

5. Fumbled balls (other than from a kick) which strike the ground and 
are recovered can only be advanced by the team that put the ball 
In play. It is dead at the point of recovery if recovery is made by 
the team not putting the ball in play. However, if the latter team 
recovers the ball before it strikes the ground, the ball may be ad-: 
vanced 

6. The kicking team can never advance the ball if legally recovered. ' 

7. A kick made from scrimmage that has crossed the line of scrimmage 
cannot be recovered by the kicking team unless it has touched a 
member of the receiving team. 

8. Kicks from scrimmage that cross the goal line before being touched 
by either team shall count as a touchback. 

9. In a kick-off and free-kick, the ball is a free ball as soon as it has 
travelled 10 yards forward. Receiving team can recover in less than 
10 yards. If such kicks cross the goal line they are to be ruled as a 
fbuchdown if recovered by the kicking team, and a touchbaek if re- 
covered by the receiving team or if it goes out of bounds. 
If a foul is committed by the team which did not put the ball in 
play, the scrimmage, after a distance penalty shall be counted as first 
down with 10 yards to gain, except in the case of offside and more 
than three time-outs per half. 

If a foul is committed by the team which put the ball in play, and 
the distance penalty does not leave the ball in advance of the point 
necessary for first down when the ball was last put into play, the 
down and point to be gained for first down shall remain the same 
as they were at the beginning of the scrimmage during which the 
loul occurred.

Vigilant sophomores will again 
stalk the campus this year to make 
sure that no freshman dares break 
the traditional regulations imposed 
upon them by upper classmen, ac 
cording to Robert Spiegelmann, 
president of Phi Epsilon Phi, na- 
tional pep fraternity. 

These regulations are in force 
starting October 1, and continuing 
until Homecoming, according to Ray 
Hill, commissioner of traditions on 
the A.S.U.C. commission. 

The only major innovation in the

Regulations Follow. 

Other regulations are as follows: 

1. • All freshman men shall wear 
"dinkies," which will be sold at 
the time the student's picture is 
taken. Freshman women are re- 
quired to wear the identifying but- 
tons, which may be procured in 
the office of the Registrar. 

2. At no time shall any freshman 
walk on the grass. 

3. Freshmen shall stand aside 
on the sidewalks when upperclass- 
men approach. 

4. Freshmen are forbidden, to 
cross Varsity bridge. 

Moot Court for Offenders. 
These regulations will be enforc- 
ed by Phi Epsilon Phi and Spur, 
and all who dare break them will 
be hied into moot court, where 
punishment compatible with the 
gravity of the offence will be 
dealt 

Another rule which will be en- 
forced states that all freshmen must 
sit in one section at the football 
games.

The War 
Is Over

Last night the terms of the Hitler 
peace treaty were announced at 
Munich after hours of deliberation 
on the part of the leaders of Eu- 
rope. Two things in these terms of 
peace are significant. In the first 
place peace was achieved without 
actual war. In the second place 
Hitler had to back down from his 
original demands. 

The fact that peace has been ob- 
tained without an actual war is an 
indication that civilization has ad- 
vanced since 1914. In the days be- 
fore the Great War a certain 
amount of international organiza- 
tion had been built up. We had the 
World Court at the Hague, and cer- 
tain International Commissions for 
the exchange of information and for 
the carrying out of non-political 
projects. Since the World War we 
have witnessed the creation and de- 
cline of the League of Nations. We 
have witnessed the organization of 
International Commissions and tri- 
bunals for the maintenance of 
peace. We have seen these institu- 
tions fail in the case of China, 
Spain and. Ethiopia. But in this in- 
stance, when a really important is- 
sue faced the rulers of Europe — 
when an issue involving the lives 
of the nationals of the states con- 
cerned was raised, the rulers of 
Europe proved themselves equal to 
the task of splving the problems. 
In 1914 we fought. In 1938 we ar- 
bitrate. That in itself is an indi- 
cation that the world has cast off 
some of its barbaric outlook and 
that calm thought and discussion 
has replaced force of arms. 
Will For Peace. 

The second point of note is that 
Hitler was stopped at the eleventh 
hour. Originally Hitler had agreed 
to certain measures which, had 
they been carried out, would have 
ensured his occupation of Sudeten- 
land with a minimum of interna- 
tional disturbance. When he found 
that these terms were acceptable to 
the opposing powers he raised the 
ante. He demanded economic con- 
trol of the Czechs, control of their 
munitions plant and, practically con- 
trol of domestic policy. This de- 
mand was too much. The Czechs 
could not comply. This refusal was 
backed by the British and French. 
War threatened, but a conference 
was held instead and the French 
and British, with the aid of the 
Italians convinced Hitler that he 
had to back down, 

Perhaps the force of arms on 
the side of Britain and France had 
something to. do with the recon- 
sideration on the part of Hitler. 
Be that as it may, there was a re- 
consideration on the part of Hitler. 
That in itself is significant of the 
trend of the age; People generally 
have been taught that war is to 
be avoided. The modern com- 
munications which link the world 
together have made it possible for 
each one of us to realize the critical 
situation the world has been in for 
the past month and has made 
people generally hope that war 
could be avoided.

Freshmen enter the University 
with every requirement needed for 
entrance duly approved by admin- 
istration authorities. But many of 
them find soon enough that they 
lack one thing— the ability to study 
and make their thoughts stick. 

Plunging from the easy-going 
high school studying into high- 
pressure assignments of the Univer- 
sity, they find themselves bewil- 
dered. Perhaps they are right in 
complaining, as many before them 
have done, that an important part 
of their education has been neglect- 
ed—the art of studying. 

Studying is perhaps one of the 
most individualistic things about 
a college student. Some students 
study in jerks, some take it 
steadily and others give up after 
reading the other fellow's notes. 
Some students read an assignment, 
and for the life of them they can't 
give a comprehensive resume of 
what they have read. 

Then there is the student, the 
envy of his associates, who can sit 
down and concisely tear an assign- 
ment apart and see what was in 
the mind of the writer of the text.

The 
campus was not flat but had a 
surface of rolling waves of ankle- 
spraining turf for those of us who 
played English rugby with its per- 
missible hacking in these grand, 
good-tempered scrimmages. 

At sixteen I entered the Arts 
and Law Faculties. Professor 
Moryse's course in English was 
stimulating. He taught us to read 
and time and again advised us to 
be "men of few books."

The course covered about a third 
of the civil law and procedure 
codes and much English law. Sev- 
eral of the outstanding men at the 
Bar lectured.

DAILY 'DARTMOUTH* IN FIGHT 
TO AVERT REGULATION BY 

AUTHORITIES OF COLLEGE 
Contest Proposed Appointment of 
Trustee to Control Paper's 
Activities 

Censorship of the press has be- 
come a live issue on the Dartmouth 
campus this year, as University 
authorities there are moving to gain 
control of the "Dartmouth," Han 
over undergraduate daily. 

A meeting of President Hopkins 
and the 12 college trustees early in 
October is expected to reach a de- 
cision on the fate of the 100-year 
old paper, which has been fighting 
college interference since the cen 
sorship question first arose last 
May. 

Seek to Appoint Trustee. 

College authorities, acting on an 
investigation of campus publica- 
tions conducted during the spring 
term, seek to regulate the "Dart- 
mouth" through the appointment of 
an Alumni Trustee who would 
supervise the work of the paper's 
editors and business managers. 
Under this plan the trustee appoint- 
ed would hold a controlling share 
of the publication's corporate stock, 
which is at present held jointly by 
the editor-in-chief and the business 
manager and is handed down to 
their successors each June.

This proposal, bring up as it- does 
a clear issue of University censor- 
ship, has aroused bitter opposition 
from undergraduate sources. 
Paper Presents Petition. 
In reply to the moves of the Pre- 
sident and trustees the "Dart- 
mouth" has presented a. petition to 
Hopkins containing a counterpro- 
posal to the Committee's sugges- 
tions. 

With campus opinion divided and 
with feeling strong on both sides, 
the future of the undergraduate 
daily hangs upon the October deci- 
sion of President Hopkins and the 
12 College Trustees.
